Stems dark 
red, dark green leaves, underside pink. 
New leaves nile green and pink. Do not 
grow in direct sun for rich color. Flowers

Fibrous, medium growing plant, thick, 
rounded, leaves are covered with brown 
hairs, underleaf felted plushy, stems hairy.

JOE HADEN — Rhizomatus, star type, 
leaves slightly serrated, with no strong 
light they are a deep red black. Deep rose 
pink flowers. $1.00 


LEORA — B Metalica Cross. Leaf pebbled 
and with metalic shean.

Round- 
ish lobed leaves, beautifully blotched with 
silvery white, rise in whorls from creeping

LUCENDRO — Cane type, heavily and 
evenly silver spotted, unique in having 
the terminal point of the leaf entirely sil- 
ver, flowers. 85c 

MRS. FRED T. SCRIPPS — Fibrous, leaves 
large, palm like, deeply cut and notched, 
flowers pinkish, whole plant is hairy.

MAY QUEEN — Medium fibrous, narrow 
light green smooth leaves, silver spotted, 
flowers white tinted green. 65c 
MARGUERITE — Plant is bushy, small 
leaves ovate, narrow, veined, dark on 
underleaf, hairy, flower pinkish. 65c 
MARGUERITE — Fibrous, bushy small 
slightly hairy, narrow ovate green leaves 
with dark veins, flowers white. 
MANICATA-AUREA MACULATA — Rhizo- 
matus; large leaves heavily blotched with

MAPHIL — Rhizomatus, Chartreuse green 
lobed leaves, brown spiderweb veining 
with brown leaf margins, flowers pink,

NELLIE BLY — Fibrous, medium bushy, 
erect; leaves dark green, narrow and 
pointed, coarsely toothed, hairy; flowers 
pink, with red beard, a beautiful plant. 85c 
NIGRINS, “Turkey Foot Begonia’’—Rhizo- 
matus, leaves deeply serrated, leaves 
dark bronze intermingled with bright 
green, pink flowers. This is the small well 
formed star begonia. 75c 

ORANGE RUBRA — Cane, bright green 
leaves dotted silver white,medium growth, 
flowers are clusters of beautiful orange 
color. $1.00 

PINK SPOT LUCERNIA — Medium cane, 
leaves dark with metalic pink spots, un- 
derleaf red, blossoms hang in clusters of 
bright red.

75c 
PRUNIFOLIA — Medium fibrous, hairy all 
over, leaves cordate pointed, dark green, 
underleaf dark red, cupped and puckered, 
flowers pink, do not grow in full light. $1.00 


RICKY MINTER — Rhizomatus, shows 
characteristics of its Cristata x Mazer 
Cross, leaves dark rich bronze with prom- 
inent veins, margin hairy and ruffled, 
flowers rose pink, robust growth, outstand- 
ing specimen plant. $1.00 

SHIPrY’S GARLAND — Scandent, freely 
branching, leaves broad ovate pointed to 
4" long; glossy light green, deeply veined, 
irregularly notched and crinkled; flowers 
cherry rose, very large female flowers to 
one. and a half inches long, and as broad 
with petals expanded, freely produced 
and well displayed on long peduncles; 
very showy for hanging basket or sus- 
pended containers. $1.00 

SCHULZIANA — Low grower from pro- 
cumbent rootstalks; leaves small, grayish 
green, cut and notched; flowers pink. An 
unusual member of the smaller rhizomatus 
begonia. $1.25 

SCHMIDTIANA — A dawf fibrous, many 
branched, leaves rounded, toothed, hairy, 
deeply veined, underleaf maroon with a 
distinct green band at margin; flowers 
white in heavy clusters; a continuous 
bloomer. Very good. 75c 

STITCH LEAF — Lighter green leaf with 
a dark blanket stitch at leaf margin. Flow- 
ers pink to red, dotted, makes a fine small 
basket plant. 75c 

SPAULDING — Small rhizomatus, leaf 
somewhat round edged with hair, dark 
markings, flowers pink. 75c 
TEMPILINI—Fibrous, the variegated Phyl- 
lomaniaca, erect, branching plant, leaves 
blotched pink and yellow, flowers pink in 
winter. $1.00 

THURSTONI — Fibrous, well branched;
